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If I Were Buying a Herd Sire 


Radio Talk By L. J. COLE, Wisconsin College of Agriculture 


HE question I am asked to answer today is what I 
T would do if I were buying a herd sire. Well now, 

with taxes just due and hard times in general, the 
first think I should presumably have to do would be to 
find where I could raise the cash. It would not be at 
all surprising if some of you who are planning to get a 
new herd sire this spring are in a similar situation. 
That, however, is a question for your banker to answer 
for you. I am going to assume that we have the money 
in hand or know where to get it, or at any rate that 
we can get the necessary credit, and then I can talk 
on the question of what kind of bull to buy. Of course, 
we can’t avoid the question of price altogether; but 
whatever we pay, we want to get our money’s worth. 
Now, if I am buying a herd sire what do I want and 
how may I know that I am getting what I am paying 
for? 

For the sake of discussion, in this talk I am Farmer 
Brown, and I own a moderate sized herd of pure bred 
and high grade dairy cattle on a farm in a dairy section 
of the state. My principal reason for wanting a new 
herd sire at this time is that I have used my present 
sire for upwards of three years and if I keep him much 
longer I shall have to begin to breed him back to some 
of his own daughters. I hesitate to do this, for while 
I know that inbreeding has been practiced in the foun- 
dation of all our modern breeds, and some outstanding 
results have been obtained from the mating of close 
relatives, still it is a dangerous tool, especially in a 
small herd, and I am afraid to risk it. Not only is my 
herd relatively small, but my capital is limited, and I 
don’t care at this time to take any unusual chances. 


What shall I wont to consider about the bull I am 
out to buy? Well, for one thing, I’ll want to know his 
relationship to the animals in my herd, since my prin- 
cipal‘reason for buying a bull at this time is to avoid 
too close breeding. I shall want, first of all then, to 
have a look at his pedigree. There recently came into 
my hands the catalog of a sale to be held in a neighbor- 
ing county which is a center for cattle of the same breed 
as my herd. Running it through I find listed for sale a 
considerable number of males, and as their pedigrees 
are given for three generations back I recognize many 
prominent individuals and families and can see that 
excellent lines of breeding are represented. They are 
mostly, however, young animals, averaging around a 
year of age, and I had thought of getting an older bull, 
for I have been considerably impressed by the campaign 
for the greater use of tested sires. I have already 
brought my herd up to a high average of production, 
and it seems reasonable that I should be taking less 
chance with a bull of proven worth than with an un- 
tried youngster, however good his pedigree and his 
looks. 

Such being the case, before I go to the sale, I am 
going to make a thorough search for a good sire that 
has been used and proven in another herd. Of course 
I shall make sure that he carries the qualities I want 
as well as having a good record of high test progeny 





to his credit. I shall make sure also that he is still in 
good breeding condition and is not being disposed of 
because of any unsoundness. Even though I find such 
a bull to my liking. I realize that I shall encounter 
certain disadvantages. He may be rather large for 
some of my heifers and he will doubtless require cate 
in handling, but why should I balk at that when some- 
one else has gone to the trouble of testing out his breed- 
ing worth for me? 


Such bulls, I know, may often be obtained at very 
reasonable prices. If I find just the animal I want, 
however, and the price is more than I feel I can pay, 
I’m going to see my two near neighbors, Mr. Jones, 
who lives across the road, and Mr. Smith, just above me 
on the hill, and see if they don’t want to enter into a 
cooperative arrangement for the purchase of the bull 
between us. I know that they have not given any par- 
ticular thought to the breeding in their herds and I 
should be able to convince them that the use of such 
a bull would be of great benefit to them. It may bea 
bit inconvenient, but living so near to each other we 
can make out. 


If I can’t find just the proven sire I want I may be 
forced to buy one of the young bulls offered at the sale. 
But before going to the sale I shall look them up pretty 
carefully. There is one youngster, Peter Meadowlark 
3rd, that appeals to me particularly. One of his grand- 
sires has 17 advanced registry daughters and the other 
11. His dam is herself an A. R. cow, and the other 
females in his ancestry all have good production rec- 
ords. All this information is given in the sales catalog. 
By the way. have you noticed what an improvement 
these catalogs put out in connection with the regional 
cooperative sales are over the catalogs formerly issued 
for private sales Here we have all the most essential 
information regarding all the ancestors of each individ- 
ual for three generations back, whereas the old catalogs 
commonly picked out and played up only a few selected 
ancestors and said nothing about the others. When we 
want to know all we can about an individual’s heredity 
we must learn all we can of his entire family, includ- 
ing correlated lines, such as cousins and aunts, as well 
as the direct ancestors. A single, isolated, outstanding 
ancestor of merit several generations back means little 
or nothing in the pedigree of man or beast. 


While the catalog is good, therefore, as far as it 
goes it does not give me all the information I want by 
any means. Much of this further information is to 
be found in the herd books and advanced registry rec- 
ords, but these I do not have. It happens, however, 
that I am going to Madison next week and while there 
I shall go out to the College of Agriculture and see what 
I ean find out about the near relatives of this young bull 
that has taken my fancy. I shall try to get a line on all 
of his near relatives I can—his half-brothers and half- 
sisters, his cousins and his uncles and his aunts. Many 
of the females recorded will of course not have made 
the Advanced Registry, but they may have been official- 
ly tested and I shall go to the dairy records office and 
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see what information I can gleam on their performance. 
If I find that the bull has a few outstanding ancestors 
or other relatives that have given records of note, but 
that the others are poor, I shall eliminate him and look 
farther, for the chances are he would not transmit high 
production uniformly to his get. If on the other hand 
I find that he comes from a family of uniformly good 
producers, with records above the average of the breed 
—and in particular, if they are above the average of 
my own herd—I shall strain my finances to get that 
bull calf if I can. I am much more concerned that he 
should come of a good family of uniformly high produc- 
tion than that he should have one or two world beaters 
somewhere in his pedigree. We in this country have 
been too much concerned with exceptional ‘‘world rec- 
ords,’’ whereas in some countries that have made great 
progress in breeding, as for instance in Denmark, you 
will hear the farmer talking rather about his ‘“‘herd 
average.’’ It doesn’t take much arithmetic to figure 
how much more milk would be produced by a herd of 
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twenty cows averaging, let us say, 10,000 pounds an- 
nual production, over one containing one world-record 
cow giving, say, 36,000 lbs. of milk and the other 19 
averaging 6,000. This is of course, an unreal, and an 
extreme situation, but it serves to illustrate the point. 
The average production of the Wisconsin cows tested is 
about 5,400 lbs. If it is possible for an exceptional cow 
to produce 36,000 pounds, does it seem an unlikely goa] 
to strive for, to raise the average production of our 
Wisconsin herds to 10,000 pounds? To me it seems 
well within reach by proper breeding methods, and a 
more profitable objective than, by means of the most 
expensive methods of feeding and care, to add another 
hundred pounds to the world’s record. 

The first essential for raising the herd average is, 
therefore, the selection of herd sires that will transmit 
with uniformity to their progeny a better heredity than 
that of the cows to which they are mated. The sire 
contributes half of the heredity to all the offspring, 
hence his great importance in the herd. 





The Royal 


LMOST a dozen years ago, a certain man had a 
A vision. He was a Philadelphia business man who 
was just starting to stock a Holstein farm in the 
suburbs of that city and had attended a number of con- 
signment sales, where he was impressed by the fact that 
most sales of that day consisted of a few headliners, a 
somewhat larger number that might be classed as de- 
sirable breeding stock, a large proportion of the offerings 
fairly common and a small number actually fit for any 
kind of sale. Several of the sales which he attended were 
held in unattractive surroundings with little or no pro- 
vision for the comfort and convenience of either the con- 
signors or the buys. This man had a vision of a different 
kind of sale—one made up entirely of animals that could 
qualify as real breeding stock—to be sold in a fitting place 
for such an event where those who attended could be 
seated comfortably, provided with a clean and attractive 
lunch, with easy transportation from place of sale to some 
good hotel to be designated as sale headquarters. The 
sale he had in mind was to become known for absolute 
honesty of dealing on the part of sale management and 
consignors, for rigid guarantees cheerfully complied with, 
for adequate publicity to bring the right class of buyers 
to the sale and for courteous and fair treatment for all. 
Thus was born the Brentwood idea, sponsored by Wil- 
liam G. Davidson. After holding several such sales 
annually, known as Brentwood Sales, from the name of 
Mr. Davidson’s farm, the name of Brentwood became 
famous from coast to coast and in many foreign countries. 
It became one of the traditions of the industry the Brent- 
wood stood for the highest ideals of public sale practices. 
In 1929 when the National Convention was set for 
Philadelphia, “Bill” Davidson was engaged by the enter- 
taining Holstein organizations to stage another ‘Brent- 
wood” as a National Convention Sale. After the work 
was well started, business reasons compelled Mr. Davidson 
to give up the project, with the understanding that it be 
taken over by another man with a vision, Paul B. Misner, 
a man who enjoyed the confidence of the Holstein indus- 
try, not only for his extensive and intensive “cow-knowl- 
edge”, but also for his sterling integrity and business 
judgment. Under Misner’s direction, the Brentwood of 
1929 in Philadelphia became one of the bright spots in 
public sale history. 


Following this successful event, a number of other 
leading breeders about the country began to “catch the 
gleam” and planned to band together into an association 
to promote a series of annual sales which should be 
“traditionally Brentwood”. From Mr. Davidson they se- 
cured permission to use the name of Brentwood and out of 
compliment to several Canadian members, the word 
“Royal” added to the name, and so was evolved “The 
Royal Brentwood”, sponsored by some twenty-five or more 
outstanding figures in the Holstein industry of North 
America and with Paul Misner as director of operations. 

According to Mr. Misner’s own public announcement, 
the idea for the Royal Brentwood originated with Mr. 
Jerome H. Remick of Detroit Creamery Farms, and fol- 
lowing the hearty response by other breeders, the details 
were worked out by Mr. Misner. We are informed that 
each member pays an annual due which covers the pre-

liminary expense of inspecting and selecting the offerings, 
which work is done by Misner. The sale of expense is 
then divided pro rata among the consignors, no commission 
being charged. The sale actually belongs to the sponsors 
of the sale, the list of which is limited to some two dozen 
or more breeders that are well known for the quality of 
their cattle and for their personal integrity and fair 
dealing. 

The first of the Royal Brentwood series is planned for 
Monday, April 27 at Detroit Creamery Farms, Mt. Clemens, 
Mich., just outside Detroit. Here in a large barn, about 
50 x 300, will be assembled what should be the greatest 
ageregation of Holstein aristocracy ever assembled under 
one roof. The sale will consist of 64 head, consigned by 
25 breeders from ten states and Canada. Among the offer- 
ings will be two 30,000-lb. cows, six with records from 
1,000 lbs. butter to well over 1,000 lbs. fat, and no less 
than thirty-seven sons and daughters of “1,000-lb.” cows. 


Mr. Misner states that the sale was purposely planned 
on a Monday so that breeders can take a three-day vaca- 
tion at this event with the loss of but one business day. 
Cattle may be seen on the farms after April 20 and the 
owners have invited the public to come and inspect them 
at any time during the week preceding the sale. On Sun- 
day, April 26, the day before the sale, special plans have 
been made for the entertainment of those who wish to 
see these wonderful animals and a bountiful luncheon has 
been promised by Detroit Creamery Farms, to which the 
Holstein public is invited. 

Those who are driving will find Detroit Creamery 
Farms (Farm No. 1) on Highway 25 out of Detroit. Busses 
for Mt. Clemens leave Cadillac Square in Detroit every 
half hour—fifteen minutes before and after the hour. Sale 
headquarters are announced at Hotel Statler. 

Space is lacking for a detailed discussion of the various 
important offerings. In this sale, with every animal a 
headliner, it is a difficult task to pick out and the ones 
to feature. Perhaps the best way to get a general idea of 
the offerings is to study the advertising appearing in this 
issue. There, in addition to the four pages taken by the 
sale management, showing pictures of about two dozen 
of the offerings, no less than twenty-one of the consignors 
are paying for space to give publicity to their particular 
consignments. 

To summarize briefly, we find here Arbu Farm of Michi- 
gan, with two A. R. S. O. daughters of 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers; Baynewood, also of Michigan, with a good proven 
1,300-lb. bull and Carnation of Washington, with five off- 
spring of All-American sires, including wonderful record 
sons of Sir Inka May and North Star Joe Homestead and 
three daughters of Sir Inka May, two of them beautiful 
full sisters from a 1,246-lb. twice All-American dam. De- 
troit Creamery Farms, hosts to the sale, have the greatest 
consignment that ever left their farm, including two year- 
ling sons of DeCreamCo Bess Burke Fobes from dams 
with around 1,000 lbs. butter; also a “1,000-lb.” daughter of 
Creator and several daughters of DeCreamCo Calamity 
Posch, one from a ‘“1,271-lb.” dam, and another from the 
recent ‘1,000-lb.” daughter of Wisconsin Fobes 5th; also 
young daughters of Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby (1,214 Ibs. 
butter) and Velvet Ormsby Fayne (1,140 lbs. butter), etc. 
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Baker Farm of New Hampshire let 
Misner select his choice of their two 
prospective junior herd sires, his se- 
jection being a wonderful show son of 
DeCreamCo Calamity Posch from 
Wisconsin Fobes 7th. 

The consignment from Elmwood 
Farms of Illinois is featured by the 
pull that everyone expected they 
would retain for their own use—a son 
of “King Bessie” from a great produc- 
ing daughter of “Queen Bessie”, she 
sired by “Sir Fobes”. They also con- 
sign another high record son of “King 
Bessie” and two of their choicest fe- 
males. 

Canada is represented by two splen- 
did consignments, that of Raymondale 
Farms consisting of two daughters of 
Wisconsin Fobes 7th, one with over 
1,000 Ibs. butter, the other with 836 
Ibs. butter at two years old; also a 
great prize winning yearling. Hem- 
lock Park Farms are sending four 
of their greatest females—the 
former world’s champion, Craig-a-Lee 
Princess Abbekerk, a daughter of 
Jean Pontiac Abbekerk, a daughter of 
Temple Farm Belle and a great prize 
winning daughter of Abegweit Pluto. 


Wisconsin Board of Control support 
the sale with a grand champion four- 
year-old bull, a Reserve All-American 
heifer and a great “1,100-lb.” daughter 
of Admiral Ormsby Fobes. together 
with her son. Other Wisconsin con- 
signors are Pabst Farms with a Prilly 
son of Pabst American Beauty and a 
Prilly-Creator heifer that is making a 
large record; Milford Meadows with a 
son of Sir Triune Pansy from a dam 
that is expected to complete three 
direct generations of “1,100-lb.” cows; 
La Belle Dairies with two extra prom- 
ising daughters of North Star Joe 
Homestead; and John Zoberlin a two- 
year-old daughter of Governor Fobes 
from a long line of great producing 
dams. 


New York State furnishes three 
consignments. From Yates Farms 
comes the highest record cow in the 
sale, Irene Segis Sylvia with 1,296 
Ibs. butter from over 32,000 lbs. milk;

and a daughter of the former world’s 
champion, Nooksack Jewel Fayne. 
From Jonabell a yearling daughter of 
DeCreamCo Calamity Posch from one 
of the two best cows in the herd and 
from Edgewood Farms a daughter of 
the Dad bull at Winterthur, from an 
“1,100-Ib.”. dam. 


Femco Farms of Minnesota, the sole 
representative from that state, con- 
signs two yearling bulls, one a son 
of Governor Fobes Ormsby Aaggie 
from a. “900-lb.” first calf daughter of 
the former world’s champion. Mamsell 
Johanna, the other a son of Dutchland 
Colantha the Great from one of the 
“1,200-lb.” daughters of Sir P. O. M. 
37th. Two beautiful heifers of his 
best breeding come from the F. P. 
Knowles herd in Massachusetts. and a 
milking granddaughter of Tritomia 
Pietertje Ormsby from one of his 
1,000-lb. daughters, is consigned by 
Maytag Dairy Farms of Iowa. 


Silver Glen Farm of Illinois con- 
signs two of their best females, daugh- 
ters respectively of Admiral Ormsby 
Fobes and Marathon Ormsby Fobes, 
and both bred to Senator Ormsby 
Fobes of Silver Glen. Two consign- 
ments from Maryland, the Dunloggin 
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and Essex Farms herds, the 


latter 
contributing a state champion “34-lb.” 
junior four-year-old daughter of the 


former world’s champion, Ormsby 
Sensation Abbekerk. Two other con- 
signments are from Dupage River 
Farms of Illinois and Blythefield 
Farms of Michigan, the latter selling 
a son and a daughter of Blythefield 
Sir Bess Ormsby, their son of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes from a twice “1,000-lb.” 
dam. 


These brief summaries, together 
with a study of the advertising pages 
of this issue and the next, will give 
a fair idea of the outstanding char- 
acter of The Royal Brentwood. This 
event should be a great round-up of 
the industry which no breeder in 
North America will want to miss. 

The Royal Brentwood should prove 
to be a real builder for those breed- 
ers who have a tendency to be dis- 
couraged over present conditions in 
the Holstein and dairy industry.

LENTY of evidence that the Holstein public is willing 
P to pay for quality in its public sale offerings was 

shown at the U. S. National Annual Spring Sale 
at Waukesha and Watertown, April 1st and 2nd. The sale 
at Waukesha was particularly fortunate in having a con- 
siderable number of animals of record backing and good 
type and these animals were appreciated by the Holstein 
public as is shown by the fact that the average for this 
section of the sale was nearly up to previous averages 
for spring events. 

Whenever an animal of special merit came into the ring 
the prices instantly responded. Due appreciation was 
shown for type but record backing seemed to be appreci- 
ated fully as much and the combination, of course, was 
appreciated most of all. 

The Waukesha end of the sale attained a top of 1,000 he 
when a 4-year-old daughter of the famous butter record All- 
American Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, with a 36-lb. anda 
nice yearly production as well, went to H. E. Dickinson of 
Oconomowoc after a battle with the owner of Sir Fobes, 
Elmwood Farms. Mr. Dickinson also bought the third 
highest offering in this sale when he paid $615.00 for an 
“Excellent” 880-lb. fat cow of Vickery Vale breeding con- 
signed by Richard Genke. The second highest priced ani- 
mal in this sale was a daughter of DeCreamCo Calamity 
Posch, just past two years old and out of an 800-lb. fat 
daughter of Marathon Bess Burke.

The offerings at Watertown lacked headliners that 
aided in securing so good an average as the Waukesha 
section, but on the whole were quite satisfactory. Mr.

Top 
price of the Watertown offerings was paid by the Wiscon- 
sin State Institutions for a very fine yearling show heifer 
offered by Halsey J. Sedgwick of Limeridge, Wisconsin.

Mr. Susaeta bought the 
entire Pabst Farm consignment including, in addition to 
the one just mentioned, two granddaughters of Creator 
at $250.00 and $225.00 respectively. 

Milwaukee County Farms bought the other animal at 
Watertown passing the $300 mark when they gave $340 
for a good 4-year-old out of a granddaughter of Dutchland 
Creamelle Denver Prince consigned by C. L. Sprecher. 
She exhibited splendid individuality and was an excellent 
producer.

The sale was conducted under the usual management of

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A Comparison of Sale Figures 


HE current issue of the Guernsey Breeders Journal 
i analyzes the public sales of the Guernsey breed 

for 1930. According to this analysis, in forty- 
nine sales of Guernseys reported during the year, 1,846 
pure breds of the breed were sold for an average price 
of $239.28. While this represents quite a material drop 
from the 1929 figures, the Guernseys still retain the dis- 
tinction of maintaining the highest average selling price 
at auction. These figures compare with an average 
for the Holstein-Friesian breed of $183.64 for 4,637 
head sold in seventy-eight sales of the year. The Hol- 
stein sale average, according to the analysis presented 
by the World in the issue of January 10, 1931, repre- 
sents a decrease of 22.5% from the average of the pre- 
vious year, or a drop of $53.46 a head in the average. 
The Guernsey average, however, was $364.99 for 1929, 
so that the figures for 1930 represents a decrease of 
$125.71 or about 34.5%. 


The two leading Guernsey sales of the year, the Na- 
tional Sale with its average of $815 and the Coventry- 
Florham sale with its average of $698, far exceed 
in average price any sale of the Holstein-Friesian breed 
during the year. In fact, these two sales account for 
nearly one-quarter of the total returns from the forty- 
nine sales of the Guernsey breed held in 1930. We have 
always felt that the distribution of the sale averages 
within the various price ranges meant even more in its 
reflection of the condition of the market than the gen- 
eral average of all the sales. The inspection of the list 
of the 49 Guernsey sales held in 1930 shows that 32.7% 
of them averaged $200 or better, comparing with 32% 
for the Holsteins; 16.3% of the Guernsey sales aver- 
aged in the range from $150 to $199 as compared with 
33.3% of the Holsteins; 30.6% of the Guernsey sales 
averaged from $100 to $149, compared with 32.1% for 
the Holsteins, while 20.4% of the Guernsey sales failed 
to make a $100 average, compared with 2.6% of the 
Holstein sales falling below this figure. Thus, over half 
of the Guernsey sales (51%) averaged under $150, 
compared to 34.7% or only about one-third of the Hol- 
stein sales coming under this figure in general average. 


Guernsey breeders apparently have a little better 
appreciation of records as reflected in the sale prices 
of females than is the case with Holstein breeders, al- 
though both breeds showed substantial drops in aver- 
age price of record animals sold in 1930, doubtless 
largely through the same reasons. Holstein cows with 
yearly records dropped from an average of $500.92 in 
1929 to $297.85 in 1930, which is a drop of $203.07, 
or 40.5%. The Guernsey cows with yearly records 
dropped from $803.02 in 1929 to $456.20 in 1930, 
which in dollars amounts to $347.82 a head or 43.3%. 

In the case of heifers from yearly record dams, the 
Holsteins dropped from $316.21 in 1929 to $176.83 in 
1930, or $139.38 per head, representing 44% decrease 
in average selling price. The Guernsey heifers from 
tested dams have a larger decrease in dollars but a 
smaller decrease in percentage, their average in 1929

being $461.87 and in 1930 $294.44, a drop in dollars of 
$167.43 and a percentage loss of 36%. 


In the case of animals without production records 
and from untested dams, the Holsteins held up far 
better from the previous year’s figures than was the 
case with the Guernseys. Guernsey cows without rec. 
ords and from untested dams showed a drop of $60.66 
for the year or 20.9%, as compared with a drop of 
$31.69 for the Holsteins, representing a 14% decrease 
In the case of heifers not yet in milk, from untested 
dams, the difference is even more striking, the Guerp- 
sey heifers averaging to sell for $82.90 a head less in 
1930 than in the previous year, or a 36% decrease 
while the Holstein heifers showed a drop of but $20.91 
in average selling price, or 13%. It is interesting to 
note that a much larger proportion of the Guernsey 
females sold are record animals or from record back- 
ing than is the case with Holstein-Friesians, which ac- 
counts in part for the higher average selling price, 
For example, of the females in milk sold in 1930, 229 
Guernseys had yearly records and 363 were untested 
and from untested dams. In a similar classification 
216 Holsteins had yearly records and 1,420 were them- 
selves untested and from untested dams. The same 
condition is true in connection with the heifers, the 
Guernseys showing 151 from tested dams and 234 from 
untested dams, while the Holstein figures were 105 
from yearly record dams and 524 from untested dams. 


It is of interest to note that Holstein bulls are out- 
selling Guernsey bulls, as reflected in the public sale 
averages. Last year, 287 Holstein bulls from yearly 
record dams made an average of $298.32, as compared 
to an average of $279.36 for 169 Guernsey bulls from 
record dams. This represents a drop in average sell- 
ing price of about 44% for the Holsteins and 37% for 
the Guernseys. The market for Guernsey bulls from 
untested dams fell disastrously in 1930, their average 
dropping from $191.74 for 66 such bulls sold in 1929 
to $80.74 for 67 bulls from untested dams sold in 1930 
sales, or a decrease of over 57% in the average selling 
price of this class of bulls. The Holstein figures held 
up remarkably well, 480 Holstein bulls from untested 
dams averaging $138.34 in 1929, while 366 such bulls 
in 1930 averaged $113.70, a decrease of less than 
18%. 


In times of adversity, our own troubles, being closer 
to us, always loom a little larger and it is natural to 
wonder if the other fellow is not a little better off than 
we are. We have presented these comparative figures 
thus in detail to furnish concrete evidence that no 
breed of pure bred live stock is immune from the effects 
of economic conditions. It should be a matter of some 
encouragement to Holstein adherents to know that our 
breed is weathering the storm as well and in many 
respects better than the other breeds and with the 
emphasis which these times are placing upon more 
efficient milk production, we look to see the compara- 
tive condition of the Holstein-Friesian breed improve 
still further.

UR cover illustration this week is particularly ap- 
O propriate in view of the attention now centering 

upon the Royal Brentwood Sale to be held at 
Detroit, April 27 . This picture shows a high light of 
the last Brentwood Sale, which was held in Philadelphia 
in June, 1929, at the time of the annual convention of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. The cow 
in the ring, Wisconsin Fobes 7th, who was one of the 
feature offerings of that highly creditable event, was 
struck off at $4,800 to Mr. E. A. Baker, Rockingham, 
New Hampshire. The consignor was Raymondale Farm, 
Vaudreuil, Quebec. Wisconsin Fobes 7th, who has a 
1,000-lb. butter record made on three-time-a-day milk- 
ing, represents one of the famous crosses of the breed, 
being a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th 
and famous foundation matron, Wisconsin Fobes. Two 
of her full sister, Wisconsin Fobes 5th and Wisconsin 
Fobes 6th, were the top females of the sensational 
Erickson Dispersal Sale back in 1924, selling respective- 
ly at $6,500 and $6,800. A full brother, Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes, is one of the best known sires of the 
breed with daughters up to above 1,000 Ibs. butterfat 
in heifer form, spending the greater part of his active 
years of service at the head of the well known Holly- 
hock herd, of Wisconsin. Another full brother, Ambas- 
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sador Fobes, was for years at the head of the Detroit 
Creamery Farms herd in Michigan. 
The selection of this picture is appropriate also at 


‘this time because of the fact that both seller and buyer 


represented in the transaction which the picture shows 
in progress, are represented in the forthcoming Royal 
Brentwood Sale with offspring of Wisconsin Fobes 7th 
that are recognized as head-line attractions of the event. 
Mr. Baker is consigning her young son, Baker Farm 
Ace, by DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, while Raymondale 
is consigning two of her daughters, one a daughter of 
Admiral Ormsby Fobes which she was carrying at time 
of purchase by them in the Erickson Dispersal, and the 
other her next daughter sired by Brookholm Inka. Both 
have fine records.

TALENTS OR BLESSINGS, OR WHAT HAVE YOU 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have heard a great deal of discussion that dairy 
cows with extra teats was evidence of greater produc- 
tion, that some of the highest record cows were blessed 
with them, that foreign commissions looking for dairy 
cows in this country would select the ones with this 
deformity. I will grant that cows with extra teats 
might be heavy producers, but that the condition of 
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these extra appendages comes about largely by some of 
our best producers being line bred, and in a good many 
instances being inbred in an effort to get more produc- 
tion. I would classify a cow having extra or super- 
numerary teats as having a physical deformity instead 
of being blessed. 

When both male and female are extra strong indi- 
viduals, and being of very good type, but are related to 
each other, the results of this breeding might be entire- 
ly satisfactory in the following generation, but if this 
practice is followed for generation after generation un- 
satisfactory results are bound to appear, and for breeds 
of cattle such as the different dairy breeds that we want 
to perpetuate, the closer we abide by the human laws of 
eugenics the more satisfactory will be our results over 
the long period of time. 


We often see cows with two small teats well up on 
the back part of the udder. This type of teat is simply 
rudimentary, and would not make any difference one 
way or the other if they were remeved, but the author 
is of the opinion that when a cow has more than four 
well developed teats attached to the floor of the udder, 
that the chances are in favor of the cow being better 
off, if the extra teat was left on instead of being sur- 
gically removed. It might be a matter of judgment as 
to the location, or whether it would interfere with milk- 
ing. 

The milk glands of a cow are not any different 
from the glands of any other animal that secretes milk. 
In the udder of a cow with four uniform teats and quar- 
ters, each quarter would have a distinct functional 
development, that is, they are compound racemose 
glands, and consist of gland-tissue which is made up of 
lobes, and these again of lobules... The lobes are con- 
nected by fibrous tissue, and between them is fat. Each 
lobule is composed of sacculated alveoli and a duct, the 
alveolar duct. The lobular ducts discharge into larger 
ducts, which in turn discharge into a lactiferous duct, 
which may be regarded as the excretory duct of the 
lobe. There will be a considerable number of these ducts 
(tubuli lactiferi) and they open on the surface at the 
point of the teat. 


Each quarter of the udder has the same develop- 
ment, and if a cow loses a quarter, it does not mean that 
she will have the same flow of milk from the other three 
quarters that she had from the four. The glandular- 
tissue of that quarter practically ceases to function, 
but it is the writer’s opinion that when a cow has an 
extra teat on the floor of the udder that it simply means 
when this teat is cut off, that the lobes and lobules and 
the complete glandular-tissue intended to excrete and 
discharge through that teat cannot function, with the 
result that there is apt to be more trouble with edema 
(swollen caked udder) and that the heavy producing 
cow from which a supernumerary teat has been re- 
moved, and if accompanied by a great deal of edema 
at each freshening time she will be very apt to have 
udder trouble and will tend to break down in the at- 
tachments sooner than the cow that just had four teats 
in the beginning, and with everything else being equal, 
I would not class a cow with extra teats as being as 
good an animal as the one that was born with just four, 
neither would I be inclined to pick an animal that was 
blessed with extra teats as a foundation animal. 

The writer does not claim that he is absolutely right 
in all of his conclusions, and would welcome further 
discussion on the subject.

Male and female births, I think, run just about 
even. That is what I have found. I think you will. 
There will be variations, of course. But, in the long 
run I am convinced they will just about even up.”’

DROUGHT RELIEF EXTENSION

Reading the editorial on drought relief in the 
Breeder’s Gazette (yes, Mr. Prescott, I sometimes read 
other papers, even if not as ardently as the World.) I 
was rather impressed with the need in those areas for 
more good milk stock, as soon as feed conditions be- 
come such that they could be cared for. Would it not 
be possible for quite a number of breeders to contribute 
a bred heifer to be seat there along in the summer 
somtime? It seems to me the advantages of this would 
be three-fold. First, the immediate relief in a critical 
situation; second, the more permanent benefit to them 
from a better appreciation of high class dairy cattle, 
and, finally, the benefit to the breeders in opening up a 
new market for their cattle. I think if quite a large 
number of heifers were donated, and distributed under 
the direction of the Extension Service, where they 
would do the most good, it would be about the best 
piece of extension work in a long time.

Results from a recent survey of 
cross-roads and _ villages grocery 
stores disclose the discouraging fact 
that a large portion of the butter 
substitutes sold in this country are 
purchased and consumed by farm 
families, the dairy farmer himself not 
being without blame in this lament- 
able situation. 

It is estimated that there are in 
storage at present some 30,000,000 
pounds of quality dairy butter. Prices 
are lower than in twenty-five years. 
Tremendous as this surplus seems, it 
could be entirely eliminated in short 
order if every one of the six million 
farm families in the United States 
would each pledge themselves to use 
one EXTRA pound of butter per week 
for a period of five weeks. 

Individually that is a small effort. 
Collectively and cooperatively it is an 
economic achievement since the price 


the price of all dairy products is de- 
rived. 

There is no known adequate sub- 
stitute for the protective vitamins 
found in quality dairy butter in rela- 
tion to the human dietary. Dairy- 
men’s League Cooperative Ass’n. 





ILLINOIS ABORTION CAMPAIGN 
Spurred on by current business 
conditions, 501 Illinois dairymen and 
beef cattle breeders have enrolled 
their herds, which total 13,258 cattle, 
in the campaign which the College of 
Agriculture, University of Illinois is 
waging to control and _ suppress 
Bang’s disease. It is an infectious 
breeding trouble held to be the worst 
profit-killer in Illinois cattle herds. 
Those enrolled in the campaign are 
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located in 75 different counties. The 
campaign is being conducted as regu- 
lar project of the college experiment 
station and is in charge of Dr. Robert 
Graham, chief in animal pathology 
and hygiene. 

The cleanup of the disease has pro- 
gressed to the point where 38 herds 
have been accredited as free from it 
by the Illinois State Department of 
Agriculture, while 51 practicing vet- 
erinarians engaged in Bang’s disease 
control have demonstrated their ability 
to apply the necessary blood test in 
an efficient manner.

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GEORGE BENDA WINS CONTEST 


George Benda. of Ely, Iowa, was the 
winner of the production contest 
staged last year by the Linseed Oil- 
meal Educational Committee and was 
awarded a free trip to,the 1930 Na- 
tional Dairy Show at St. Louis in 
October. George Benda’s heifer, Gem 
Netherland Burke, a pure bred Hol- 
stein, started her experience as a club 
heifer in 1923 in Linn County. Her pro- 
duction, which was high in this contest 
is reported as 18,239.5 lbs. milk, 671.6 
Ibs. fat for the year. Her feed cost 
per pound of butter fat was 20% cents. 
During the year, her 20-year-old owner 
fed her 4980 lbs. of silage, 1750 lbs. of 
alfalfa hay, 2132 lbs. corn and cob 
meal, 2434 lbs. ground oats, 791 Ibs. 
of linseed oil meal, 307 lbs. of bran 
and 385 lbs. of commercial feed. 
“Gem” was also on pasture 186 days 
during the year. Her total feed cost 
was $137.58 and the value of her prod- 
uct above cost of feed was $250.21. 

The average production of all the 
heifers in the contest figured to a 
mature basis was 430 lbs. of fat. Fifty 
per cent of each contestants score was 
accounted for by the report of their 
activities in their local clubs, their 
club story and the economy of pro- 
duction. The production record of the 
heifer accounts for the other 50%. 

Second place goes to Donald Hamer, 
of Black Hawk County, whose three- 
year-old Holstein heifer, Albina Pie- 
tertje Cornucopia, produced 522.7 lbs. 
fat at a feed cost of 21 cents per 
pound. This heifer placed first at the 


state club show in 1929. Burlin 
Hamer, brother to Donald, placed 
third with his heifer, Lady Belle 


Creator, 3 years old, whose 470 lbs. 
fat cost 20 cents per pound for the 
feed to produce it. A Jersey heifer 
placed fourth, followed by two Hol- 
steins owned by Sauerbry and Donald 
Hamer, two Guernseys owned by 
Marvin Mahr, with another Jersey in 
ninth place, a Holstein in tenth and 
a Jersey in eleventh position.

The Adams County Holstein Breed- 
ers’ Association of Colorado recently 
sponsored a contest for the _ best 
essay on “Why People Should Not 
Use Butter Substitutes”. Prizes of 
$3 each were awarded to the winning 
boy and girl. High school students 
only were eligible to compete. The 
winners were Homer Emery and 
Lucille Uhrich. Honorable mention 
went to Donald Austin and Lucy 
Cruse for their splendid efforts. About 
half of the high school students sub- 
mitted essays on this subject. Miss 
Uhrich told of methods used in mak- 
ing oleomargarine from cocoanut oil 
and bought out its lack of nutrition, 
mentioning the undernourished condi- 
tion of the children who eat oleomar- 
garine. She concluded with the state- 
ment, “As butter substitutes are 
wrecking one of the greatest indus- 
tries in Colorado, it should not be per- 
mitted to be used or produced in the 
state.” Mr. Emery stated that there 
is no substitute for butter as a food 
and called attention that butter’s food 
value is an important essential to 
health, as well as to the necessity of 


supporting Colorado’s great dairy in-- 


dustry. Both essays were well writ- 
ten and pointed out in a striking way 
some of the reasons why people 
should not use butter substitutes. The 
Adams County breeders are to com- 





plimented on their interest in this 
subject and the splendid methods to 
attract attention to the importance of 
using more butter. 





VERMONTER REPORTS RECORD 

William A. Weeks, North Claren- 
don, Vermont, one of the outstanding 
club members of his state, writes to 
report a record recently completed on 
one of his animals. Ona Hengerveld 
Ormsby finished a C. T. A. record of 
9,415.6 lbs. milk, 488.5 lbs. butter with 
an average test of 4.44% fat for the 
year. William gives her figures for 
thirteen months as 9,836 lbs. milk, 513 
lbs. butter 4.02% fat. This record 
was made at five years of age on two 
milkings a day. She was not in high 
flesh at any time during the time 
when the record was made. In Feb- 
ruary, Ona Hengerveld Ormsby 
slipped on some ice and at the time 
William reported her figures to us, 
some three weeks later, she had not 
yet been able to get up. At the time 
of this accident, she was milking 
heavily and had produced 59.1 Ibs. fat 
in her first month on two-time milk- 
ing.

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Oregon Breeders Annual Meeting 


The Oregon Holstein-Friesian Association held one 
of its most successful annual meetings on Sunday, 
March 23, at the Red Steer Cafe, at North Portland, 
Oregon, in its history. This is the first time in the 
Northwest that a state association has held its annual 
meeting on a Sunday and it may be partly due to this 
fact that the attendance was the largest in recent years. 

Again the breeders of Holsteins demonstrated that 
they are not down hearted due to the prevailing dairy 
products prices. The spirit of optimism and hop-to-it+ 
iveness evidenced by our breeders not only at this meet- 
ing but on other occasions when Holsteins are being 
considered indicates that with the large amounts of milk 
and fat being produced per animal by our breeders in 
addition to the sale of animals that the breed’s slogan, 
“Holsteins for Profit’? is just as true now as it is when 
prices are high. 

Immediately following the noon luncheon, Mr. 
Frank Durbin, president of the association, called on the 
“Luscher Trio’? for a number of Swiss songs. To say 
that these old Swiss yodeling songs were enjoyed by our 
breeders is putting it very mildly as they were such 
fine songs that it was some time before we could get 
back to the regular routine of business. This trio, con- 
sisting of ‘‘Jack,’’ Rudie’’ and “‘Babe,’’ sons of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Luscher of the Fairview Holstein Dairy of Fair- 


view, Oregon, is something that “‘Oregonian Holstein- 
ers’’ are extremely proud. 
Mr. Roger Morse, state extension dairy specialist, 


talked on factors influencing the cost of producing dairy 
products under Oregon conditions with special refer- 
ence to the reduction of such costs under the stress of 
prevailing prices. The necessity of well balanced ra- 
tions, increased use of pastures, and the importance of 
dairy herd improvement association testing as well as 
herd testing were emphasized by Mr. Morse. He brought 
out in his discussion that breeders have to watch details 
closer now than ever before, and especially to consider 
whethes their herd is the economical unit in regard to 
the size of their farm. 


A representative of the Boys and Girls 4-H Club 
Department of the Oregon Agricultural College then 
asked permission to officially and publicly thank the 


Holstein association for their helpful assistance in suc- 
cessfully putting over their 1930 calf club program. 
The assistance of the local leaders in the various com- 
munities, he stated, has been largely responsible for the 
fine leadership now being developed through calf club 
work in Oregon. He especially expressed the apprecia- 
tion of the department for the assistance rendered by 
J. Luscher and Sons of Fairview, and Mt. Angel Col- 
lege Stock Farm of Mt. Angel in their fine support of 
the work through their donations of fine pure bred 
heifer calves to the leading fairs in the state. Luscher’s 
donated a calf to the best Holstein club members exhib- 
iting at the Pacific International for 1930, as well as for 
1929. Their award in 1930 having been won by Lowell 
Rayton of Lewis County Holstein Calf Club of Chehalis, 
Washington. The Luscher trophy in 1929 was won by 
Miss Ruth Evans of Weiser, Idaho. Miss Evans was 
the National Holstein Club Girl Champion in United 
States in 1929. Mt. Angel College Stock Farm, through 


Mr. Lawrence Thomas, herdsman, donated a calf to 
the best club member at the Oregon State Fair last 
fall. This calf was won by Randall Grimes of Harris- 


burg, Oregon. Both of breeders will donate calves again 
this fall to the same fairs. 


Mr. Geo. A. Gue of Everett, Washington, our genial 
auctioneer friend and Holstein enthusiast, brought 
greetings from the Washington state Holstein associa- 
tion. Mr. Gue stated that he had had some of the finest 
Holstein sales during 1930 that it had been his privi- 
lege to hold for a number of years, several of them 
averaging around $200.00. He announced the sale 
for the following day the Dr. Joseph G. Beattie pure 
bred Holstein herd of 83 head in Clark County, Wash- 
ington. 


Mr. Durbin then called for the report of the nomin- 
ating committee. The following officers were elected: 
Frank W. Durbin, Salem, president; Frank Connell, 
Hillsboro, vice president; Paul C. Adams, Portland, sec- 
retary treasurer. Directors: S. B. Hall, Troutdale; 
Lawrence Thomas, Mt. Angel; A. J. Evers, Forest 
Grove; Henry McCall, Redmond; Harold Hurch, Hunt- 
ington: Andy DeLong, Haines. 

Resolutions were passed asking Pacific 


the Inter- 
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national Livestock Exposition to place bronze placques 
to the memory of the late John L. Smith, of Spokane, 
Wash., to P. A. Frakes, Oregon’s pioneer Holstein 
breeder, and also to Wm. Ladd, of Oregon, a pioneer 
Jersey breeder. The resolution stating that the Oregon 
association was joining in the request of the Washing- 
ton association for the placque to John L. Smith, and 
the placque to Mr. Ladd, a Jersey breeder, was being 
requested in conjunction with the Oregon Jersey asso- 
ciation. The Pacific International Livestock Exposition 
has accepted a policy of erecting placques to the most 
outstanding breeders of livestock. 

Mr. H. A. Mathiesen, western representative of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association, reviewed the progress of 
the breed and of extension work in Oregon and the 
Pacific Northwest during the past year. His report 
showed Oregon had gained more than twice as many 
new members in the National Association during 1930 
than it had admitted in 1929. He stressed the import- 
ance of the support of our breeders for the calf club 
work during the year. Oregon made a mighty fine 
showing in Holstein calf club work in 1930 having ex- 
hibited 43 Holstein calf clubs at the Oregon State Fair, 
six more than any other breed. 


DAIRY DAY AT TOLEDO STATE HOSPITAL 


Dairy Day at Toledo State Hospital on March 26 
was attended by approximately one thousand students 
and farmers. 

Dr. O. O. Fordyce, Superintendent of the Hospital, 
gave a welcoming address. Professor Oscar Erf, Ohio 
State University, talked on the effects of feeding. Mr. 
Earl Cooper, Director of the Extension Department of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of America gave a 
talk on the Holstein cow. Mr. Floyd Barlow, Secretary 
of the Ohio Guernsey Breeders Association gave a talk 
on the Guernsey cow. Dr. Ernest Scott, Pathologist, 
Ohio State University, gave a very interesting illustrated 
lecture on the food value of milk. Mr. Ralph A. How-

CALIFORNIA AGAIN LEADS ALL 
STATES IN COW TESTING 
The summary of Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Associations throughout 
the United States active January Ist, 
which is prepared by the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has just been 
completed and published in their 

monthly letter. 

This summary shows that California 
again leads all states in the country, 
both in total number of cows under 
test and in percentage of total cows 
of the state in testing associations. 

Cow testing work throughout the 
country has made only a slight in- 
crease, which seems largely due to 
_the depressed prices for dairy prod- 
ucts, there being a total gain of only 
3165 cows, or .6 of 1 per cent. This 
increase was due to the increased av- 
erage number of cows in associations, 
as there was a slight decrease in total 
number of associations. 

California showed an increase in 
total number of cows and in total 
number of associations as well. In 
only two years since cow testing work 
was started in this state has there 
been a decrease. One of these periods 
came during the World War and the 
other in 1924, which was due to foot- 
and-mouth disease. Dairymen having 
found testing work of real value are 
not only maintaining the cows under 
test, but are showing some increases. 
This work is particularly valuable as 
an aid in tiding the dairymen over 
this period of low prices. The total 
number of cows under test in regu- 
larly organized associations January. 


1st in California was 79,302, which is 
12.9 per cent of all cows in the state. 
The second state in total number of 
cows under test is Wisconsin, with 
59,410. Order of number of cows 
under test are: Iowa New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Michigan. 

In percentage of cow under test, 
California leads with 12.9, with 
Arizona in second place with 8 per 
cent. New Jersey is third with 7 per 
cent. Other states follow in order of 
percentage: New Hampshire, Oregon, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Pennsylv- 
ania, Rhode Island, Virginia. 

The growth of testing in California 
has been consistent and rather rapid 
during the past few years. The work 
started in 1909 in Humboldt county 
and has continued ever since. The 
most noticeable increase was after 
1915. with the development of the 
Agricultural Extension Service, and 
then again since 1922, with the de- 
velopment of a definite dairy improve- 
ment program which uses cow testing 
association work as a foundation. All 
the cows listed above in California are 
in regularly organized standard Cali- 
fornia cow testing associations, su- 
pervised by the Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service of the University of Cali- 
fornia, operating under standard rules 
and uniform methods in line with 
those adopted by the American Dairy 
Science Association and the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 





lowa State Dairy Association, Ernest 
M. Wright, Field Secretary, Waterloo, 
Iowa, has issued its annual report for 


the year ending December 31, 1930. 
This association is an organization 
supported by a state appropriation, to 
improve and promote dairying in 
Iowa, and affiliated with it in this 
worthwhile work is the Iowa Holstein 
Breeders’ Association, Iowa Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association, Iowa Jersey 
Cattle Club, Iowa Brown Swiss Breed- 
ers’ Association, Iowa Creamery Asso- 
ciation, Iowa Buttermakers’ Associa- 
tion, Iowa State Brand Creameries, 
Inc., Iowa Creamery Butter Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the Associa- 
tion of Ice Cream Manufacturers of 
Iowa.

The 
report for the year records some of 
the outstanding achievements in calf 
club work, including a resume of the 
work of Iowa boys and girls at the 
Iowa State Fair, Waterloo Dairy Cat- 
tle Congress and the National. In 1917, 
there were seven county calf clubs 
in Iowa containing 470 grade calves 
and no pure breds, as compared with 
84 clubs containing 870 pure breds 
and 742 grades in 1920. Holstein club 
members lead with 1,173 members who 
own 817 pure breds and 695 grades. 
Guernseys are second. Jerseys third, 
Brown Swiss fourth and Ayrshires 
fifth in point of numbers. The report 
also gives a resume of the work of 
Iowa dairymen in the showring dur- 
ing 1930, and the leading production 
records for the year in Iowa. It also 
includes a brief history of the dairy 
organizations in the state, listing the 
present officers of each. The report

Service on request during 1930. Special effort was made during the year to provide suit- 
able pictures for use in schools. Most of the 14,895 large and small champion pictures 
issued were sent direct to schools in practically every state and to several foreign countries 
on the request of breeders, teachers, or students. A large share of the 30,000 True Type 
pictures, both large and small, and the Foster Mother pictures went to schools and most 
of the 137 Holstein-Friesian Foundation books were won as prizes or purchased by schools 
or Future Farmers.

Holstein Friends Boost Butter Market 


Holstein breeders and dairymen can well be proud of the part that they took in winning 
the battle against the “cocoanut cow.” The Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
the state and county associations, and individual breeders—united with other dairy inter- 
ests—successfully checked the maneuvers of the Oleo interests to sidestep the require- 
ments of the law on taxing the yellow products which might be readily sold or used as 
butter for unsuspecting consumers. 
The ruling, which permitted the sale of the yellow oleo on the same basis as the white, 
caused a drop in the butter markets of some seven to ten cents a pound. Passage of the 
law taxing all yellow oleo on the 10-cent basis was secured during the Short Session of 
Congress only due to the combined efforts of all dairymen. When the bill was first pre- 
sented, its passage, due to the short time left for the session, looked hopeless. Congress 
was so impressed by the appeals from all parts of the country, however, that action was 
rushed and its passage overwhelmingly secured. Since then, the butter market has im- 
proved although normally a slump in price could be expected.

VERMONT PUSHING T. B. WORK 





The present Vermont legislature 
appropriated $100,000 for use imme- 
diately in area testing for tuberculosis, 
this sum being matched with an equal 
amount from the Federal Government. 
In addition, the state of Vermont has 
appropriated $500,000 additional for a 
two-year term beginning in July. With 
the present low prices for milk and 
beef cows, a big push is being made 
for tuberculosis eradictation. The Ver- 
mont law provides that if the owners 
of 90% of the cattle in a town shall 
petition for an area test, the test will 


be given all cows in the town with 
the idea of cleaning it up as a whole 
instead of by individual herds. One 
of our Vermont subscribers sends a 
clipping from the Burlington Free 
Press, ‘carrying the interesting in- 
formation that since January 15 last, 
sixteen towns in Chittenden County, 
which is one of the Holstein strong- 
holds in the state, have filed petitions 
for area testing and the seventeenth 
township is now circulating such a 


petition, so that soon this whole coun- 
try will be in line for the test to be- 


come a modified accredited area. This 


will be the fifth county in the state 
to come completely under the area 
testing plan.

She was 
purchased by Brenner Farms, Inc., Clinton Corners, N. Y., who were the 
heaviest purchasers in the sale, taking eleven head in all for a total of $2255. 
Brenner Farms, Inc., also selected Crestover Emily Walker, nearly two years 
‘old, a granddaughter of King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke out of a daughter of 
Nutmeg Walker Colantha, Gold Medal sire, for $300, and a five-year-old sister 
to the top cow for $305. Another good buyer was Jacob Leitner, La Grange- 
ville, N. Y., who selected nine head for $1860, including the herd sire, Osborn- 
dale Sir Segis De Kol Piebe, just past three years of age, a son of Osborndale 
King Piebe, he a grandson of K P O P, for $200. With the exception of E. F. 
Heline, of Connecticut. who purchased three calves, the animals all remained 
within the state.

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MISSOURI INSTITUTION HERDS 

The February report of the six In- 
stitution herds of the State of Missouri 
shows pure bred Holsteins occupying 
the first three places for individual 
production, the three ranging from 
2,246 lbs. to 2,389 lbs. for the short 
month.

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OKLAHOMA'S NEW OLEOMARGAR:- 
INE LAW 

A scant four months ago at the an- 
nual meetings of the National Dairy 
Union and National Dairy Council, 
Oklahoma was roundly chided for her 
lack of oleomargarine legislation and 
her apparent apathy on the question. 
Today she has an oleomargarine law 
at which most states can marvel. 

The law defiines oleomargarine in 
accordance with the definition as est- 
ablished by the McNary-Haugen 
amendment to the Federal law. Col- 
ored oleomargarine is also defined 
but is is not a problem in Oklahoma; 
it is prohibited. ‘“‘No- person shall 
manufacture, sell, ship, consign, of- 
fer for sale, expose for sale or have 
in possession with intent to sell” any 
colored oleomargarine. 

A tax of 10 cents per pound is lev- 
ied against oleomargarine (uncolored) 
that is offered for sale. 


License fees are: For a manufac- 
turer, $10.00; a wholesaler, $10.00; a 
retailer, $5.00, and a hotel, restau- 
rant, dining room or boarding house, 
$2.00. If a person operates his busi- 
ness as above in more than one place, 
a separate license is necessary for 
each place. All licenses will expire 
on December 31, each year. 


In any place of business where ol- 
eomargarine is manufactured, sold or 
offered for sale, the license shall be 
conspicuously displayed as shall also 
a sign that announces the fact and 
which sign must be procured from the 
State Dairy Commissioner. In any 
place where food, meals or refresh- 
ments are served to customers, if ole- 
omargarine is served a placard stat- 
ing the fact in letters not less than 
one-half inch in length must be con- 
spicuously displayed. 

The Oklahoma law requires the us- 
ual labeling and branding of each 
package or parcel or oleomargarine. 
Also “Each carton or container shall 
carry the name and the percentage of 
each ingredient contained in the pack- 
age of oleomargarine.” 

Public institutions shall not use for 
the purchase of oleomargarine any 
funds appropriated by the state, a 
county, city of town. Charitable, ben- 
evolent, educational, penal and reform- 
atory institutions are _ specifically 
named. The intent is that public 
funds in Oklahoma are not to be used 
to the detriment of the dairy industry. 


The oleomargarine bull was _ pre- 
pared by a committee of the State 
Dairy Association consisting of R. L. 
Peebly, Jersey breeder, Oklahoma 
City; J. R. Wiley, secretary of the as- 
sociation, Tulsa; C. M. Carney, Bea- 
trice Creamery Company, Oklahoma 
City, and Earl Weaver, A. and M. Col- 
lege, Stillwater. Mr. Peebly, as Okla- 
homa’s pioneer Jersey breeder and 
dairyman, carried the interests af the 
dairy industry in support of the bill. 

R. L. Rickert, House member from 
Kiowa ccunty and chairman of the 
agricultural committee of the House, 
was the chief proponent of the Bill 
in the legislature but he was ably as- 
sisted by other House members and 
Senators. All members of his com- 
mittee appeared as authors of the 
Bill. It passed the House 71 to 7. In 
the Senate committee hearing opposi- 
tion developed from certain interests. 
Nevertheless, in spite of the opposi- 
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tion, the Senate committee recom- 

mended unanimously that it pass. The 

Bill passed the Senate 31 to 10. 
—Earl Weaver.

A new World’s Record for average 
fat production for seven direct gener- 
ations of females was set this past 
winter when Della Pride Fobes 934247, 
owned by Wisconsin Reformatory, 
Green Bay, Wis., raised her record to 
746.2 lbs. fat (932.8 lbs. butter), her 
former record being 650.2 lbs. fat as 
a senior three-year-old. She is the 
seventh generation of A. R. S. O. test- 
ed females, and this new record raises 
the average of the group from 717.1 
lbs. fat to 730.8 lbs. fat, or just over 2 
Ibs. fat ahead of the former cham- 
pion group of the breed, and so far 
as we can learn, of all breeds.

A MASSACHUSETTS INSTITUTION 
HERD 


On hundred and one head of cattle 
owned by the Rutland State Sanator- 
jum of Rutland, Massachusetts, have 
just passed another clean test. This 
was the first institution owned herd 
in the state of Massachusetts to be 
placed on the federal accredited list, 
peing accredited for several years. 

Starting ten years ago with about 
twenty cows and ten heifers of ordin- 
ary grade cattle with a few pure- 
preds, this herd has by the use of 
good pure-bred sires, by rigid culling 
and by careful feeding, attained a rec- 
ord in cow-test association work of 
12,852 pounds of milk and 442 pounds 
of fat for the year ending April 1, 
1930, for forty-nine cows in milk. Nine 
of these were first calf heifers. 

This herd offers convincing proof 
that it is not necessary to travel long 
distances and to spend money with a 
free hand in order to obtain a herd of 
satisfactory producers. There is but 
one cow on the farm that was uot 
bred and raised there. First calf 
heifers that produce from fifty to 
sixty pounds of milk per day are not 
unusual in this herd, while many ma- 
ture cows have produced more than 
one ton of milk per month when 
fresh. 

Two grandsons of Colantha Johan- 
na Lad and a son of Dutchland Cream- 
elle Korndyke Lad were used as for- 
mer herd sires. The senior herd sire 
at the present time is a son of Dutch- 
land Colantha the Great out of Dutch- 
land Creamelle Ladoga Lady with two 
records of over twenty-five thousand 
pounds of milk and 800 pounds of fat. 
His daughters are just coming into 
milk and are excellent milkers. 

Somewhat over a year ago a son 
of Bay State Colantha Countess sired 
by Sir Star Inka Superior was pur- 
chased from the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College and is being mated 
with heifers of the “Dutchland” sires. 
Bay State Colantha Countess recently 
completed a record of over twenty-sev- 
en thousand pounds of milk and nine 
hundred eighty-seven pounds of fat. 
Raising of all replacements offers two 
advantages: first, freedom from dis- 
ease: secondly, it is possible to breed 
better cattle than are ordinarily of- 
fered for sale. 

Twenty-five acres of alfalfa aver- 
aged more than four tons per acre in 
two cuttings. One six acre field that 
has been seeded five years averaged 
over five tons per acre in two cuttings 
each year. This year it was cut three 
times and went into the winter with 
an excellent stand, a foot high, despite 
drought. Alfalfa hay is a big help 
in maintaining good milk production. 


Fourteen acres of sweet clover, seed- 
ed. last May, furnished excellent pas- 
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ture during August and will be pas- 
tured again next May and June.” Very 
little green feed is carried to the cat- 
tle but good pasture is provided and 
cattle are out day and night during 
the summer season, except while be- 
ing milked. Thirty acres of corn fur- 
nish an abundance of ensilage, which 
is also a big factor in the production 
of a large flow of milk. 

Breeding to the best sires that can 
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be purchased for the money avail- 
able, culling out the low producers, 
and feeding liberally of home grown 
roughage are the foundation stones on 
which this herd is built.
